GOVERNOR HOPEFUL 
FOR $3 FLAT PRICE 


Conference Committee Is 
Expected To Start Price 
Range at $3, Then Use 
Senate Bill Price Range.

The senate Friday passéd a sub- 
stitute auto license tag bill fixing 
the cost of tag#at $5.63 to $15, which 
is exactly half of the present prices. 
The bill, which was a substitute for 
the house bill fixing the price range 
at from $3 to $15, was approved by 
a vote of 32 to 16, the supporters of 
the flat $3 rate advocated by Gover- 
nor Eugene Talmadge being listed 
among those voting against the sub- 


stituted proposal, 

The bill was ordered transferred to 
the house immediately and adjust- 
ment by a conference committee is 
expected to be made next week. It was 
believed Friday that the conference 
committee would fix the price of tags 
for the smallest. cars at $3 and then 
go into the range approved by the sen- 
ate. If that is done the governer will 
have obtained for the farmers, whose 
cars are of the smallest type, the $3 
tag he promised them in his eampaign. 

“I am hopeful that we eventually 
will get a flat $3 rate on tags,’ 
Governor Talmadge said in comment- 
ing on the senate’s action. 

“By ‘eventually,’) do you mean at 
this session?” the governor was asked. 

“Certainly,” he said. “I hope that 
we can work the thing out and give 
the people what they have been prom- 
ised. | am still of the opinion that 
the wisest thing the legislature could 
do at this time would be to put 
$3,000,000 in the kets of the tax- 
payers. However, half a loaf is bet- 
ter than none, and any reduction in 
the cost of auto tags will be just 
that much saved to the taxpayers.” 

Crippling of Work Claimed. 

“In the senate it was charged that 
a flat $3 rate would cripple the 
maintenance work of the highway de- 
partment to the extent that the roads 
would go to pieces. Do you concur in 
that belief?” Governor Talmadge was 
asked. 

“No,” he said, “I believe that if 
the highway department will eliminate 
trading and favoritism, it can ac- 
nish economies which will pro- 
vide Yor all necessary work.” 

Senate roll calls on the tag bill and 
its amendments carried the session 
well beyond the usual hour of ad- 
journment, 1 o'clock, and it was near- 
ly 2:30 when the final vote was taken 
and the body adjourned unti! 11 
o'clock Monday morning. 

Lovett, Key Offer Bill. 

The substitute bill adopted by the 
senate was offered by Senators W. 
H. Lovett, of Wrightsville, 16th, and 
W. H. Key, of Monticello, 28th. Fol- 
lowing action on the bill, a move by 
Senator Nathan F. Culpepper, of 
Greenvillt, 86th, to reconsider the 
substitute was defeated. by viva voce 
vote.

Council Seeks Time for 
Conference on Bill; Al- 
dermanic Board Defeats 
Issuance of Scrip. 


Council Friday afternoon sought de- 
lay in action by the Georgia state sen- 
ate on a proposal to compel the city 
to set up 30 per cent of its revenue 
for school purposes and voted $8,000 
to the city garage to relieve an emer- 
gency there. Although council approved 
issuance of about $300, in scrip 
to meet December, 1932, salaries the 
aldermanic board declined to concur 
in the move. 

Mayor James L. Key called council 
into special session because of a series 
of emergencies. 

The $8,000 voted for the municipal 
garage will permit various depart- 
ments to function again at least tem- 
porarily. 

Senator Walter A. Sims, a former 
mayor of Atlanta, was asked. to defer 
action in the senate on the proposed 
charter amendment providing 30 per 
cent of municipal revenue for schools 
so that members of Atlanta's charter 
revision committee might confer wi 
members of the Fulton and DeKalb 
delegations, explaining the present [i- 
nancial condition of the city and ask- 
ing a compromise in the amount. It 
was reported that members will seek 
to set the figure at 28 per cent, which 
would add about $160,000 to present 
anticipations.

During the discussion of the scrip 
issuance, Councilmen Jobn A.’ White 
and .Joseph E. Berman, both of the 
fourth ward, attacked Atlanta banks 
for alleged lack of co-operation in the 
fiscal emergency facing the city.

Aloha Wanderwell testified that in 
South America in the summer of 
1931, while Guy was a member of an 
expedition, he tendered Wanderwell a 
paper which stated that Guy and 
other members of the party would no 
longer accept Wanderwell’s leader- 
ship. 

She said her husband always car- 
ried the paper in his wallet, but that 
it has been missing since he was shot 
in the back on his yacht Carma by 
a man who boarded the craft here 
the night of December 5. 

Accused of mutiny. Guy was placed 
ashore at Panama City, according to 
testimony at preliminary hearings, and 
it was from that circumstance that 
his alleged enmity arose.

Power Co. Employe Tells 
Police Explosive Was 
‘Planted’ in ‘Grudge.’ 


Fifty-five sticks‘ of dynamite were 
discovered early Friday. night in a 
garage of a:duplex residence at 953 
Allene street, S. W., part of which 
is o¢cupied «by Lewis Hodges, part- 
time employe of the Georgia Power 
Company, according to police reports. 
The report of the discovery, which 
was made by a neighbor of Hodges, 
was telephoned to police by Hodges 
himself, who asserted that he believed 
an effort had been madz to “plant 
the explosive in an attempt to impli: 
eate him in recent blasting of power 
lines in north Georgia. 

The dynamite was found by Mrs. 
Roy Horton, who, with her husband, 
occupies half of the duplex house 1m 
which Hodges and his wife reside, 
The explosive was in a sack in a ga- 
rage used by Horton, but which was 
adjoining that used by Hellges. 

In the sack. with the dynamite was 
found a penciled nvote, reading as 
follows: 

“T am leaving you 55 sticks, hop- 
ing you will have better luck than 
with the others. This is enough to 
blow up any tower if placed right. 
Think the others were good. It was 
just for the lack of not being prop- 
erly placed. I am expecting a settle 
ment for fuli amount at once.”

Georgian Tells Nation 


Of Budget Solution 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(P)— 
Roy Harris, representing the gover- 
nor of Georgia at the double taxation 
conference here today, explained how 
Georgia balanced its budget. 

Mr. Harris said in opening a brief 
address that Georgia was not greatly 
interested in the general tax problem 
for three reasons. 

First, he said, the localities had 
been delegated much of the tax col- 
lecting power; second, the state had 
no big bond issues to meet, and 
third, “the state balanced its budget 
by overlooking the deficit.” 

When the laughter at his third 
point had subsided, Mr. Harris con- 
tinued: 

“When President-elect Roosevelt 
spoke in Georgia a while ago some- 
one told him Georgia had balanced its 
budget without raising taxes... Well, 
in a speech that was broadcast all 
over the country, Mr. Roosevelt said 
he was going to balance the national 
budget the way Georgia did.” 

Mr. Harris indicated the informa- 
tion given the president-elect on the 
budget balancing system in Georgia 
did not include reference to “over- 
looking the deficit.”

The senate tonight suspended its vet- 
eran sergeant at arms, David S. Bare 
ry, after a tumultuous public trial, 
for writing an article in Al Smith’s 
magazine accusing some members of 
congress of accepting bribes. 


The unprecedented action was taken 
after one of the most arresting 
scenes in congressional history, in 
which Barry was called before the 
senate bar, acknowledged he had writ- 
ten the article, admitted he had no

The dapper but aging senate offi- 
cer gave a hesitating and somewhat 
conflicting statement. Part of the 
time he contended the story did not 
convey his meaning and at others he 
insisted it was true. He said he 
could not name any member of con- 
seg who had accepted bribes, how- 
ver. 

Facing the chamber, one trembling 
hand fingering papers of the clerk’s 
desk, just below that of the vice presi- 
dent, Barry told the senate his pur- 
pose 1n writing the article was “to 
defend the senate from 4 popular be- 
lief that theré are crooks and graft- 
ers here.” 


At another point in response to the 
relentless cross-examination of several 
senators, he replied to a question as 
to his opinion of the truth or falsity 
of his article with: 

“I think it is true.” 

_ The senate heatedly debated for two 
hours whether to dismiss him sum- 
marily or suspend final judgment une 
til next week. He sat uncomfortably in 
his official chair next to the presiding 
officer.

Early completion of one more essen- 
tial step toward remonetization of 
silver—committee indorsement—was 
predicted tonight by Chairman Som- 
ers, of the house coinage committee. 

The New York democrat said he 
Was certain there were enougn votes 
in his committee to eapeors by the 
first of next week a bill to make sil- 
ver a monetary reserve for legal ten- 
der and to Eee a currency expan- 
sion of $1,500,000,000. 

“We're going to vote out a bill,” 
Somers said, “and I feel fairly cer- 
tain as to what it will contain.” 

It will provide, Somers forecast, 
that the secretary of the treasury 
may purchase silver offered to him 
and pay for it with silver certificates. 
Under the plan Somers contemplates, 
the silver the first three months would 
command 40 cents an ounce against 
the present market price of 24 and 
a fraction. 

The next three months, he believes, 
it would be 50 cents, the next three 
60 cents, and from that time on the 
price would increase one-half of one 
cent a month until it reached $1.29. 

“There are only about 12,000,000,- 
000 ounces of silver in the world 
available for monetary use,” Somers 
said. “We can’t possibly figure on 
more than two-thirds of that being 
offered to our treasury.”

Former Governor Angus W. Me- 
Lean, of North Carolina, and William 
H. Settle, of Indianapolis, vice presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ National Grain 
Corporation, minced no words in por- 
traying critical conditions. 

A very different warning on the 
same topic was issued by Franklin W. 
Fort, chairman of the home loan 
board, who told newspapermen that 
if legislatures disturb the legal process 
by which unpaid mortgages are fore- 
closed the founts of money lending are 
going to be closed up. 

LaGuardia said several big insur- 
ance companies have suspended fore- 
closures and more must follow, but 
that is not the solution. 

“This is a question that requires 
action this session,” he said. “If we 
can bring down interest rates we can 
save the homes of thousands of home 
owners and the farms of thousands 
and thousands of farmers.” 

Schools Face Crisis. 

In serious tones, former Governor 
McLean, told the senate banking sub- 
committee considering farm mortgage 
relief measures that “schools are on 
the verge of closing’ because taxes 
cannot be collected. He predicted that 
“practically all the services of the 
government in the agricultural dis 
tricts will break down in the next six 
months unless something is done.” 

“We will not have any strikes or 
disregard .of the law like they have 
in the west,” he said of his southeast- 
ern region, “but the people are in 
great distress and are disheartened. 

“Something’s got to be done, gentle 
men.” 

As an emergency measure until a 
comprehensive program of farm mort- 
gage relief can | worked out, he ex- 
pressed approval of the Hull Dill, 
which is intended to stop mortgage 
foreclosures for two years. 

It would: authorize the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation to lend a billion dol- 
lars to farmers to be used in paying 
mortgage installments and taxes, the 
mortgagee agreeing not to foreclose for 
two years in return for these pay- 
ments. 

Before the senate agriculture com- 
mittee, Settle told of having attendec 
a foreclosure sale in Rush county, In 
diana, home county of Senator Wat- 
son, republican leader, at which :arm- 
ers grimly forced the sale of horses, 
cows and farm equipment at five cents 
or less apiece that they might be re- 
turned to their owners. 

“I am alarmed at the apathy here 
as to conditions out in the country,” 
he said. 

He added that the “small business- 
men” of the country are “as bad off 
as the farmers.” 

Settle asserted that the domestic al 
lotment bill is a “step in the right 
direction, and told the senators also, 
“we have just got to deal with our 
currency question or we'll have repu- 
diation of debts.”

Standardization of Ordi- 
nances Aim of. Traffic 
and Safety League. 


Proposed standakfization of Atlanta 
traffic ordinances in conformity wit 
recommendations of the national con- 
ference on street and highway safety 
was submitted Friday to Mayor James 
L. Key’s special traffic commission 
by James J. Smiley Jr., representing 
the Atlanta Traffice and Safety 
League. 

In brief, the measure would revise 
all existing ordinances and make 
them conform to a yniform law, which 
be adopted. 

Its adoption, it.was pointed out, 
would make it easier for motorists and 
pedestrians to observe the law, and 
also make enforcement easier. 

To supplant the complex ordinances 
governing traffic in downtown At- 
lanta, the new ordinance would estab- 
lish what is defined as an inner park- 
ing area, bounded roughly by Baker 
street on the north; Trinity avenue 
on the south; Courtland street on the 
east, and Spring street on the west. 

Parking in this area would be al- 
lowed as follows: 

From 7 to 9 a. m., no parking; 9 
a, m, to 5:30 p, m., one hour parking; 
5:30 p. m. to 7 p. m., no parking; 
7 a. m. to 1 a. m., unlimited parking; 
1 a. m. to 7 a. m., one-hour parking. 

Unlimited parking would be per- 
mitted outside the inner area, ‘except 
from 1 a. m. to 7 a. m. This later 
restriction is for the purpose of clean- 
ing the streets. 

The. proposal provides that automo- 
biles violating the ordinances may be 
impounded; but that they may be re- 
deemed through payment of $3 for the 
first day they are left in storage and 
50 cents for each additional day. 

The maximum speed law: is fixed at 
30 miles an hour. Recklee. driving 
is defined as driving with disregard 
to property and lives of others. 

The committee heard the recom- 
mendations and voted to study them 
until a meeting to be called at 10 
o’clock Thursday morning. It is pro- 
posed to offer the revised traffic plan 
to council’s regular meeting scheduled 
for February 20.

AN INEXCUSABLE MOVE, 

The effort of the enemies of 
Mayor Key to shorten his term of 
office through legislative action fs 
more serious in its defiance of the 
twice expressed will of the people 
than in its threat to the mayor. 

A public officeholder expects to 
be called upon to defend himself in 
fair fight, but this is anything but 
that. It is a resort to political 
trickery that will be resented by 
the people of the city. 

Mayor Key has twice gone before 
the public on his present tenure as 
mayor, and both times has received 
overwhelming indorsement at the 
hands of the voters. 

He made a Straight-out contest in 
the mayoralty election and won a 
sweeping victory. 

Not satisfied, his enemies made 
an attempt in the recall election to 
_take from him the office which the 
people had given him. Again he; 
scored an overwhelming victory. 

Still not satisfied with the will of 
the people, these same opponents 
are now seeking, through the legis- 
lative representatives, of the coun- 
ty, to defy the twice rendered ver- 
dict of the city. * 

The move to shorten the term of 
the mayor of Atlanta would not be 
so subject to criticism if, as in the 
case of all measures designed for 
the public godéd and not merely to 
satisfy the spite of those seeking 
power, the change was sought after 
the conclusion of the present term. 

That the proposal is not made 
in this usual form clearly indicates 
the animus behind the move, which 
is an inexcusable effort to do by 
legislative indirection what the city 
by popular vote has twice refused 


to do. 


IN JUSTICE TO FULTON, 


The proposal in the bill of Rep- 
resentative Hartsfield, of Fulton, to 
create a new state senatorial dis- 
trict of this county, is a step to- 
wards a more fair and just repre- 
sentation for the people of this 
county in the upper branch of the 
general assembly. 

Fulton county has a population 
of 317,000—about one-ninth of the 
‘ntire population of the state—and 
yet, under the rotation system dur- 
ing some sessions, it has no direct 
representation in the senate. 

If granted a senator of their own 
the people of this county would still 
have far less representation in the 
senate than the | 
2,600,000 people 
counties in the state, who are rep- 
resented by $1 senators. The Ful- 
ton senator would represent 317,- 
000 people, while the other 51 sen- 
ators would represent, on the aver- 
age, only about 50,000 people. 

The fairness Of the proposal is 
still further emphasized by the fact 
that Fulton has taken over the for- 
mer counties of Campbell and Mil- 
ton. By so doing it extended bet- 
ter government at lower cost to the 
people of these counties, but pro- 
portionately reduced an already un- 
equal representation in the senate.

A BLOW AT UNJUST TAXATION. 
The action of the senate in pass- 
ing, by a vote of 47 to 1, the bill 
of Senator Sims providing for the 
assessment of ad valorem taxes on 
the basis of one-half the market 
value of property, indicates the ex- 
tent to which it is now realized 
that real estate, both urban and 
rural, is bearing an unfair share of 
taxation. Ff 
In view of the drop in real estate 
values during the past few years, 
and the flood of foreclosures which 
have followed, the present ad va- 
lorem system of taxation amounts 
practically to confiscation. 
Undoubtedly, real estate, both 
country and city, is carrying an un- 
just share of the burden of govern- 
ment and the ultimate aim of the 
state should be to abolish ad va- 
lorem taxation entirely. 
The bill of Senator Sims is a 
step in that direction and it should, 
and no doubt will, be approved by 
the house in the same decisive man- 
ner as it was in the senate. As a 
coStitutional améndment, the pro- 
posal will have to be submitted to 
the people before becoming effec- 
tive. In view of the: general relief 
it would afford, there can be but 
little doubt as to what the expres- 
sion of the voters will be. 
The present ad valorem system 
under which real estate pays the 
greater part of taxation puts a pen- 
alty upon home owning and is large- 
ly responsible for the escape from 
taxation of invisible wealth. It is 
an easy matter to assess taxation 
upon property but not so easy to 
locate for taxation the money 
loaned on real estate. As a result, 
it is frequently the case that the 
man who owns only a small equity 
in a piece of property is forced to 


pay taxes on its entire value, while 


the holder of the loan goes scot free. 
The percentage of home owning 
in Georgia is lower than in the 
great majority of the states of the 
Union, largely because of the un- 
just and unfair ad valorem system 
of taxation. 

Senator Sims’ bill is a dird&t blow 
at this archai¢ and unbusinesslike 
method of taxation, and the wide- 
spread relief that it. would bring to 
overburdened land owners assures 
overwhelming indorsement by the 
people if the house, following the 
action of the senate, authorizes its 
submission to the voters of the 
state. 


OUR MINERAL WEALTH. 


The value of the mining and 
quarrying industries to Georgia, and 
their rapid development and expan- 
sion during the decade ending in 
1929, is revealed in the publication 
by the census department of a sum- 
mary of the statistics on these in- 
dustries gathered by the last census. 
In 1919 the value of the prod- 
ucts of these mines and quarries 
was $4,082,000, but this had in- 
creased by 1929 to $9,611,219, a 
gain of 131 per cent. The number 
of persons employed showed a simi- 
lar increase, growing from 2,608 in 
1919 to 4,032 in 1929. 

In 1929 Georgia’s 30 granite 
quarries produced granite valued at 
$2,201,000, constituting 23 per 
cent of the value of all the mineral 
products of the state, and giving 
the state a ranking of fifth among 
the states which produce this ma- 
terial. 

The mining and quarrying of mar- 
ble, limestone, barites, iron ore, 
sand and gravel and clays showed 
marked increase, both in volume and 
value, during this decade. 

Few states in the Union have as 
great a variety or quantity of min- 
eral resources as Georgia, but these 
resources were largely neglected 
until the beginning of the present 
century. From 1900 until the 
World War the development of our 
mines and quarries was steady, but 
slow, but the census bureau fig- 
ures reveal that since the war the 
wealth of the state has been rapid- 
ly increased each year by the ex- 
panded tapping of its mineral re- 
sources.

Ant! 


Maurice Maeterlinck, who has writ- 
ten so fascinating a book about the 
life of the ants, would be immensely 
interested in the experiments carried 
on by a South African newspaperman, 
Mr. S. R. Yew, of the Cape Times. 
He has come to the conclusion that 
ants do not leave anything to chance, 
but plan and act collectively. The 
strength and the intelligence of the 
ant is almost incredible. If, for in- 
stance, a man’s jaws were proportion- 
ately as strong as an ant’s he would 
be able to 1 275 tons with his 
teeth. This means that an ant can 
hold a weighf 3,000 times heavier 
than itself. Their nests in Africa are 
skyscrapers, times their own 
height. A French observer placed a 
smoldering cigaret on the top of one 
of the piles of pine needles and dead 
leaves which form the nest of the 
wood ant. He noticed that in a few 
moments the glow died out. He re- 
peated the experiment and kept a 
close watch. He saw then that ant 
scouts immediately surrounded the 
danger spot and others ran for help. 
Large masses of ants surrounded the 
burning cigaret and squirted clouds of 
some acid substance which soon ex- 
tinguished the fire. 

Mr. Yew reports that on one oc- 
casion he put some grain in a box on 
the top of a pole. The ants climbed 
the pole and carried the stuff down, 
grain by grain. But by the second day 
they had thought of a better plan. 
Two gangs appeared, one to climb the 
pole, the other to receive the grain 
dropped from on: high by the first 
gang. Bands of glue were painted 
around the pole, but the ants, after a 
ie of them had been caught, built a 

ridge of ‘sand and earth over the 
glue. The box was then removed and 
it was placed on a tripod standing in 
a pan of water. For a long time the 
ants seemed to be thinking. Finally, 
they seemed quite prepared for their 
task. A file of a million ants carried 


and within half a day’s time they had 
constructed a pontoon bridge to one 
leg of the ,tripod. The investigators 
were most interested to observe that 
the ants chose floating materials to 
build this second bridge and heavier 
material to get over the glue. 

Another experiment had to do with 
a beehive. Millions of ants will invade 
a beehive and wage a relentless battle 
with the bees and in the end destroy 
them, whereupon they naturally carry 
off the honey. One beehive was 80 
placed that the ants could not reach 
it. But their warriors spied out the 
neighborhood for days. Finally one 
afternoon immense masses of them 
marched up a near-by tree. The wind 
came up, which they must have 
known. The wind carried them over 
to the hive. In an hour’s time they 
had killed off the last bee and they 
were letting the honey drop down to 
workers below. When the last drop of 
honey was removed they allowed 
themselves to fall to the ground, 
which the workers had previously 
heaped high with leaves.

EASY FOR THE PATIENT, HARD 
FOR THE DOCTOR. 

In isolated sections, I gather, some 
of the old-timers in general practice 
as well as old fogies. in the nose and 
throat field, are still assuring their 
triisting patrons that the new-fangled 
“electric’’ method of removing infect- 
ed tonsilgejg~wunsafe, unsatisfactory or 
unaccepted. ; 

That’s just too bad 
tients. 

I have on my desk eight letters, 
all received from readers who have 
had experience with the diathermy 
method, all of them as patients of 
one physician to whom I had advised 
them to go for this treatment. It will 
give a fair impression of the method 
if I quote briefly from these letters. 
But readers will please not ask to be 
put in touch with other correspond- 
ents. I am not privileged to divulge 
the identity of a correspondent. How- 
ever, I am always glad to name a 
competent physician for this or any 
other treatment I recommend, if a 
correspondent asks for such informa- 
tion, 

First is a letter written by a boy 
only seven years old! He says the 
doctor has just finished his tonsils, 
and he likes it much better than the 
operation he had three years ago. 
That is not an uncommon experience 
—the standard tonsillectomy leaves 
much to be desired, and later the pa- 
tient finds relief in diathermy treat- 
ment. Not all physicians can success- 
fully treat patients so young with dia- 
thermy, but this one happens to have 
the patience, tact and personality to 
manage children. 

Next a man writes that he had his 
tonsils removed by Doctor on my 
recommendation and is pleased with 
the result. 

Third is a woman, who says... 
“Even after the first two treatments 
the relief was wonderful and I slept 
as I had not done in a year... well 
on the road to recovery from a severe 
case of actinomycosis . . .” Actinomy- 
cosis is a serious and most obstinate

Hitler’s Party Sees Ma- 
jority in Next Reichstag 
Election.

BERLIN, Feb. 3.—(#)—If the next 
reichstag election brings the 51 per 
cent majority which Adolph Hitler’s 
nazis confidently expect, the nazi 
storm troop leaders will head the po- 
lice forces in countless German cities. 
a close adviser to the chancellor said 
today. 

Beginning with Berlin, where Count 
Wolf Heinrich Von Helldorf, leader 
of the Berlin storm troops, is slated 
for chief of police, and continuing into 
the smallest towns, the nazis expect 
to take the places of anti-nazis. 

‘The street now belongs to us,” the 
Hitler spokesman said. “Hereafter our 
demonstrations will be held under po- 
lice protection instead of combatting 
police chicanery. With our men head- 
ing the police everywhere it will be 
unnecessary to proclaim special laws 
against political terrorists. They will 
disappear so quickly that special meas- 
~-es will not be needed.” ; 

The powerful catholic parties—the 
center and the Bavarian peoples party 
—made their first attack on the Hitler 
government today by declaring that 
President Paul Von Hindenburg acted 
on false information when he dissolved 
the reichstag earlier this week.

Red Cross Cotton Bill 
Ready for White House

Congressional action was completed 
today on a bill to turn over to the 
Red Cross and other relief agencies 
350,000 additional bales of farm board 
cotton to provide clothing for the 
needy. 
The bill, which now goes *o the 
White House, was finally approved 
by the house and senate after con- 
ferees had compromised on a point 
which held up the emergency meas- 
ure for about two weeks. ; 

They agreed that the federal treas- 
ury should pay $4,000,000 of the cost 
of the cotton and:the farm board it- 
self the remainder, estimated at 
$6,500,000. 

Congress last summer voted 500,- 
000 bales of farm board cotton for 
the same purpose. Chairman John 
Barton Payne, of the Red Cross, re- 
cently told a senate committee this 
was taking care of only about 20 per 
cent of the need.

Resolution To Probe 
Farm Department Ap-

The house Friday appreved a reso- 
lution to investigate rumors of alleged 
job selling in the department of agri- 
culture and postponed uacil Monday, 
after considerable debate, action of a 
bill which would recreate the old state 
health board, legislated out of exist 
ence in the reorganization act of 1931. 

The job-selling probe resolution was 
approved by a yote of 111 to 8. The 
proposal already has passed the sen- 
ate and the joint committee is expect- 
ed to be named by President Hamilton 
McWhorter, of the senate, and Speak: 
er E. D. Rivers, of the house, today. 

Commissioner of Agriculture G. C. 
Adams has said that he welcomes the 
inquiry. 

Representative Stokes. of Twikgs 
county, attacked the resolution call- 
ing it a “foolish proposal’ and add- 
ing that he considered it a waste of 
the time of the house. During his dis- 
cussion be was asked by Kepresenta- 
tive Parker, of Colquitt county, if he, 
Stokes, didn’t know that the depart- 
ment now has from 60 to 80 more 
persons on its pay rell than were on 
it at any time in the last four years. 
Stokes replied that he did not. 

On the first call on the resolution a 
quorum failed to vote. After the speak- 
er threatened to invoke a roll call, as 
is his privilege, 119 members voted. 

The ean then launched into a 
spirited debate over the bill to re: 
create the old health board. The bi'l 
is sponsored by Hepresentative Allen, 
of Jackson county, and otser medical 
members of the lower branch of the 
assembly. It provides for a board of 
12 doctors, one from each congres 
sional district and two from the state 
at large. All would be named by the 
governor but would be selected from 
lists approved by the Georgia Medi 
cal Association and the Georgia 
Dentist Association. 

Dr. Allen spoke at length for his 
bill asserting that it woutd take the 
state health department wut of pol- 
itica. 

Representative Cartledge, of Ruich- 
mond county, made a long = speech 
against the bill. He asserted that the 
new board would cost the state be 
tween $500,000 and $600,000 a year 
and contrary to what Dr, Allen had 
declared said the present health de 
partment is not in polities. 

Representative Dyer, of Coweta 
county, called for a vote on the bill 
and the house approved the call. Later, 
however, the call for the vote was re- 
considered and action on the bili was 
unanimously nostponed antil Mon-

VEHICLES FOR HIRE 
ARE 1.13 PER CENT 
OF STATE'S TOTAL 


A traffic survey, which showed that 
the number of motor vehicles for hire 
using the highways are 1.13 per cent 
of the total, was filed with Governor 
Eugene Talmadge Friday by the pub- 
lic service commission. 

Chairman James A. Perry of the 
commission, who opposed the conduct 
of the survey, said in a footnote to 
the report that he dissented from a 
portion of it. 

The survey was made under the 
direction of Robert N. Springfield, 
secretary of the commission. It was 
taken at 25 strategic points outside .of 
cities of the state. 

The survey showed that 61,423 mo- 
tor vehicles were checked at the 25 
points during a 24-hour period. Of 
these 48,424 were private passenger 
care, 12,203 were private trucks, 247 
were buses and 449 trucks for hire.

“I have seen the placards and you are just a dollar game 

to this bunch. That’s what they think of you. Just a 

dollar game. Just—a—dollar—outfit.”’ 

And so they licked Yale again, being fired by the speech. 

The next year Mr. Mehre could not be present be- 
cause of illness in his family but he was not needed. 
Georgia had formed the habit of beating Yale and so 
they just went out and licked Yale and went on home.

RECOMMENDED 


cials Propose 5 Downs 
Within 20-Yard Line.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—(#)—To 
help balance football in favor of the 
offensive side, Eastern Association of 
Intercollegiate Football Officials to- 
night put forward a recommendation 
that the team in possession of the 
ball be given an extra down—five 
downs instead of four—when inside 
either their own or the opposing 20- 
yard line. 

_This proposal, designed by the offi- 
cials to remove what they described 
as a handicap for the offensive side 
in either of the “torrid” or “frigid” 
zones, Came as a surprise on the eve 
of the special winter meeting of the 
new coaches’ committee on football 
rules, called by Chairman Lou Little, 
of Columbia, and added immediately 
to the debate over what, if anything, 
will be. urged in the way of changes 
this year in the national gridiron 


code. 

“FRIGID ZONE.” 
_ The officials’ proposal was out- 
lined by _Ed Thorp, prominent New 
York official, on behalf of the asso- 
ciation’s rules committee, consisting 
of Thorp, Al Farrier, of Dartmouth, 
and W. R. Crowley, of Bowdoih, 
president of the association. Describ- 
ing the “frigid zone” as that section 
of the field between a team’s goal line 
and its own 20-yard line while that 
team is in possession of the ball, 
Thorp explained : 
“It is frigid because when a team 
finds itself in that position it is so 
limited in its choice of plays that it 
often kicks on the second down and is 
practically forced to kick on the 
third down, or given an extra play 
in each series of downs while in this 
zone, we believe that it would tend 
fo remove that restriction, thereby 
encouraging and justifying the start- 
ing of a march. 
_ “The torrid zone is that part of the 
field between the defensive side’s 20- 
yard line and its goal line. This is the 
attacking team’s torrid zone, for with 
a touchdown in sight each remaining 
yard becomes more and more difficult 
to gain. The defense automatically 
stiffens, becomes more compact and 
unyielding as the goal line is ap- 
proached, making it practically im- 
possible to gain the required distance 
through running plays, when teams 
are anywhere near evenly matched.

The city council of Hogansville, as- 
sisted by the Hogansville Kiwanis 
Club, has perfected plans‘ whereby it 
hopes to increase business transactions 
$9,000; give $250 worth of work to 
unemployed and also give the city 


pal undertakings. The scheme, in 
which 36 merchants will co-operate 
Ww the city council, works as fol- 
lows: 

A total of $250 certificates are is- 
sued by the city council and these are 
used to pay workmen, hired from the 
unemployed ranks, on © city work. 
These certificates, each valued at $1, 
are given one for each day’s labor. 

Laborers may carry them to any 
of the 36 stores co-operating, where 
they will receive a full dollar in mer- 
chandise. The merchant receiving the 
certificate for payment of goods, at- 
taches a 3-cent stamp purchased by 
himself from the city, on the certifi- 
cate and uses same for a full $1 pur- 
chase or $1 payment on an obliga- 
tion at any of the 36 stores. eS 

The receiver also uses the certifi- 
cate and attaches a 3-cent stamp, paid 
for by himself. When the certificates 
have changed hands 36 times, a total 
of $1.08:in stamps has been attached 
to each, | 

Thus the city is able to redeem the 
certificates at $1 to the last owner. 
Each certificate has brought $36 
worth of trade to the city and the 
city fathers have received $1 worth 
of free labor, as well as $250 having 
been distributed to the needy of Ho-

South Pays Tribute to Lanier 
On 91st Anniversary of Birth 


MACON, Ga., Feb. 3—(4)—This is 
the birthday of Sidney Lanier—the 
sick man whose pen wove a new al- 
phabet of rhythm across the southern 
sky and comforted Dixie in the days 
of her travail. é 

And the south remembered today 
to pay tribute to his genius. 

Lanier saw beauty in the common 
place. The Chattahoochee is just a 
meandering old river to most eyes, 
but to Lanier’s it was a living thing 
that came “Out of the Hills of Hab- 
ersham, Down the Valley of Hall—.” 
The Marshes of Glynn are swamp- 
lands to most persons but to him they 
were things of beauty. 

The poet was born here in 1842 
and enlisted in the Confederate army 
in 1861. His health failed and he 
was transferred to a blockade run- 


ner. He was captured and spent five 
months in a federal prison. In 1865, 
he started home to Georgia on foot 
and the effort nearly killed him. 

Later he entered the practice of 
law’ and then moved to Texas for his 
health. Those were reconstruction 
days—the real agony of the war. La- 
nier’s poems inspired his people at a 
time when the outlook was gloomy. 

He returned to Georgia from Texas 
and in the spring of 1881 he went 
to the North Carolina hills to con- 
tinue his fight for health. There he 
died of a lingering illness. A marker 
to his memory has been erected at 
Lynn—the hamlet where he died. 

Many students of verse consider 
Lanier the greatest southern poet 
since Poe—who was not southern 
born; but southern reared.

__ ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 3.—That tar- 
iff increases present no remedy what- 
ever for the present disturbed state 
of international trade was the posi- 
tion taken by Richard Courts, of 
Courts & Company, Atlanta, today, 
in an address before the students and 
faculty of the school of commerce of 
the University of Georgia.

to purchase abroad rather than at 
home.”

NEW YORK. Feb. 3.—(4)>—Dal 
Hitehcock, first lieutenant of Howard 
Seott. director of technocracy, said 
today that Scott “still is actively su- 
 pervising’ the “energy survey” at 
Columbia University. but Professor 
Walter Rautenstrauch, who recently 
resigned from Scott’s group, denied 
that Scott was in charge of the work. 


“Professor Rautenstrauch has mis- 
represented the facts,” Hitchcock said. 
“Mr. Scott still is actively supervis- 
ing the survey and never relinquished 
the leadership of it.” 


“He’s talking,” Rautenstrauch re- 
plied. 

A visit made by Scott yesterday 
to the Columbia school of engineering, 
where the survey is being conducted, 
occasioned the divergent statements 
by the professor and Scott’s group. 

“Mr. Scott has gone to Columbia 
several times this week to supervise 
the work,” Hitchcock declared. 

Rautenstrauch said Scott “might 
have been here yesterday.” 

“But,” he added, “‘we are just ex- 
tending him the courtesy of giving 
him time to gather his equipment and 
material.” 

As the result of Rautenstrauch's 


withdrawal from Scott’s group, Hitch- 
cock said it is “desirable that we find 
other headquarters for the survey. 

“However, until we find a new lo- 
cation and move to it, Mr. Scott will 
remain. in charge of the survey at 
Columbia.” 

The survey is being made by 106 
jobless engineers and architects who 
are being paid by the architects’ relief 
committee. S. L. Myers, director of 
the Columbia workers, said the group 
of 106 was still working under Scott’s 
direction.

You knew that the dead were 
just movie dead and the wounded 
really whole. But in this the dead 
are just that and the maimed aren’t 
actors but living, suffering beings torn 
to pieces in a great mad machine. 

At points this film is brutal in its 
frankness but could it present any 
kind of a picture of carnage if it 
weren't? It took great courage on 
the part of the official cameramen 
(and many of them were killed) to 
make this record and it takes a cer- 
tain kind of courage to watch it. 

The running comment at times 1S 
effective and at times borders on the 
maudlin, but never really detracts 
from the effectiveness of the film. The 
photography, by our modern Kleig- 
light standards, is poor, but consider- 
ing the handicaps. under which the 
pictures were made it is nothing short 
of marvelous. 

It is perhaps well that this picture 
was thrust before the public at a 
time when economic worries are heavy 
at home and sabers are rattling again 
abroad. This may seem paradoxical 
but see it and see if it doesn’t make 
some of your present troubles seem 
less important and proveke a stronger 
resolve to do what you can to keep 
those rattling sabers from _ leaping 
again into action.

SLIM UES 
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IN GIRLS MURDER 


Maniac and White Slave 
Theories Held by Police 
in Long Island Crime. 


ROBERT ST. HN. 
MINEOLA, N. Y., Feb. 3.—()— 
With two ransom notes, bits of hu- 
re skin, a man’s handkerchief and 


a scarred fingerprint as their chief 
clues, police of two counties tonight 
were carrying on an intensive hunt 
for the slayer of 15-year-old Mary 
Helen O’Connor, high school honor 
student and beauty contest winner. 

Indications that the girl had been 
the victim of. a maniac, and also that 
she may have fallen into the hands 
of a white slave ring, spurred on the 
investigation of Long Island’s latest 
murder mystery. i 

Some of the same detectives who 
had worked on the Collings yacht 
case, bizarre Starr Faithfull death 
and other Long Island crime enigmas 
were set to the task of trying to trap 
the schooigiri’s slayer. 

They were joined by the grief- 
stricken father of the dead girl, James 
J. O'Connor, an unemployed contrac- 
tor. O’Conhor said he would partici- 
pate actively in the man hunt. 


After chemists had bent for hours 
over test tubes and ‘microscopes ex- 
amininge blood and strips of human 
skin lodged under the dead girl’s tin- 
gernails, the order went out: 

“Find a man with a_ scratched 
face.” 

In reconstructing the killing, de- 
tectives agreed that there had been a 
terrffic struggle, during which the 
girl’s clothes had been torn and she 
had clawed the face of her attacker. 

Examination of the body also dis- 
closed that the girl’s head had been 
bashed in with terrific blows; an at- 
tempt had been made at criminal as- 


j sault, and there were indications acid 


may have been thrown on her in an 
effort to frustrate immediate identifi- 
cation. . 

From dawn until dusk 50 detectives 
and uniformed police beat through the 
underbrush over a radius of two miles 
from the lonely section where the 
body was found yesterday, but they 
discovered no new clues. 

The most sinister development of 
the day was the suspicion the.attrac- 
tive girl, who looked several years 
older than he age, may have fallen 
prey to a white slave ring. 

Police have learned that she left 
her home in Rockaway Park Friday 
morning to visit a girl friend in 
Floral Park; that on the way her 
train was delayed by an open draw- 
bridge, so that when she reached east 
New York, a_ transfer point, she 
missed the connecting train to Floral 
Park; that she was last seen at East 
New York talking to an_ elderly 
woman. 

It was then recalled that police 
have received reports recently that a 
white slave ring had been operating 
in East New York and that an elder- 
ly woman in the group made a prac- 
tice of accosting young girls at the 
railroad station. 

Indications that the slayer had at- 
tempted to attack the girl before 
bringing her to the scene of her death 
struggle were seen in the fact that the 
thorough search failed to locate a 
stocking that was missing from one 
leg, and also her handbag and over- 
night bag. 

After an examination of the 
wounds on the girl’s. head indicated 
the death instrument had been a me- 
chanic’s hammer, police sought to 
connect this latest crime with the

Religious bodies, it says, should be- 
gin the fight for a righteous city by 
“disentangling themselves and their 
clergy from the evils of the system 
of special privilege, by refusing to; 
accept favors or emoluments which 
might lessen their influence or silence 
their voices in matters of city and 
public righteousness.” 

It is commendable to comfort the 
“broken of life” in the infirmary, the 
committee asserts, but church people 
will accomplish more if they attend 
“the meetings of the county board, 
where the business is done.” 

“Visit not the jail but the city 
council and know what is going on,” 
it asks. 

“Go not alone to a school art ex- 
hibit, but turn up at the school board 
and listen to the proceedings and get 
wise to what is the matter with the 
' public schools.”

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 3.—(#)— 
Charges of the use of dummy can- 
didates, forcible collection of cam- 
paign contributions from state em- 
ployes and political alliances were 
paraded before the special senate elec- 
tions subcommittee investigating 
charges of fraud in the election of 
Representative John H. Overton to 
the United States senate at today’s 
opening session. 

Throughout the day Senator Huey 
P. Long, counsel for Overton, and 
General Samuel T. Ansell, retired, 
committee counsel, clashed over pro- 
cedure. The stormy senator gave a 
demonstration of Longian gestures and 
repartee while the general cracked 
caustic remarks at him to the amuse- 
ment of the throng of spectators who 
alternately cheered and booed until |¢ 
the committee threatened to clear the 
room. 

Representative Overton was called 
as the first witness by the commit- 
tee counsel. He was questioned close- | 7:30 
ly on campaign expenditures, but pro-| H 
fessed ignorance of any funds except 
those dispensed from his own pocket- 
book with the exception of a few 
coftributions made by friends. The 
committee then turned the question- 
ing to the use of dummy candidates, 
who announced solely for the purpose 
of naming. election commissioners. 
Representative Overton said he had 
nothing to do with dummy candidates 
but that he had heard dummy can- 
didates had: been used by some of 
the candidates on both sides. 

No Knowledge. 

“Dummy candidates were not se- 
lected with my approval or knowl- 
edge,” said Overton. “But these dum- 
my candidates control election ma- 
chinery for the election of a United 
States senator, do they not?” inquired 
Senator Robert B. Howell, committee 
chairman. 

Mr.’ Overton replied that dummy 
candidates had the right to select 
election commissioners, but that he 
knew nothing of these selections. 

“Personally,” said Overton, “T do 
not approve of dummy candidates. l 
would not under any circumstances 
Over- 
ton said he had heard that dummy 
candidates were used by both sides in 
the election. 

“One side started it and the other 
took it up,” said Overton. “It was like 
fighting the devil with fire.” 

“So if one side practiced fraud you 
could practice more fraud to be elect- 
ed,” asked General Ansell. 

“No, nothing I have said could give 
you any such conclusion,” said Over- 
ton. 
Long interjected to say that dummy 
candidates had been used in all elec- 
tions in Louisiana for several years. 

Pay Reduced? 

A sharp clash was_ precipitated 
when General Ansell asked Overton: 

“Tf it is shown to you as a fact 
that employes of the state and sev- 
eral agencies of the state had had 
reductions in pay to make contribu- 
tions to your campaign what would 
you have to say?” 

Overton said he regarded that an 
unfair question and began to discuss 
his objections, saying he felt sure the 
committee wished to be fair and that 
the senate would give fair treatment 
to the case. “ : 

General Ansell objected on _ the 
grounds*that»the witness was making 
a legal argument and was not answer- 
ing questions. in 

“Will you sit down and keep quiet!” 
exclaimed Overton. 

“No, I will not sit down and kee*s 
quiet,” replied Ansell, 

Chairman Howell said he cvald not 
understand Overton’s reluctance to 
answer the question as the committee 
was not operating under court pro- 
cedure but was conducting an inquiry 
for facts. 

“T can’t get your view,” said How- 
ell. “I can’t get your objection to the 
question.” 

Rising from his seat with a roar, 
Senator Long ordered Representative 
Overton not to answer the question. 

“It is a question of law,” shouted 
Long. “As his counsel I forbid his 
answering. I take the full responsi- 


bility.” 
Ansell Satisfied. 

General Ansel’ said it was satisfac- 
tory if he wishe’ his client to stand 
on his reply. 

The committee then took a _ ten- 
minute recess after which Overton was 
turned over to Long for questioning. 

In a series of statements to which 
Overton replied with a “yes,” Long 
brought out that Overton went into 
the election a 20 to-1 favorite and 
that he carried 20 of the 24 parishes 
where no dummy candidates were filed 
and that he made his poorest runs 
in the parishes: where dummies were 
filed by opposing candidates for other 
offices in‘ the same election in which 
Overton was elected. 

General Ansell interrupted to ask: 

“Senator, haven’t you testified so 
much here yourself that you are in 
danger of dummy-fying your own wit- 
ness ?” hess 

“T have learned it from you,” said 
Long. “You have been a good teacher. 
But you can’t make me mad now. The 
record looks too good.” 

Ansell said he would put Long on 
the stand later t testify himself. 

In releasing the witness to Long, 
General Ansell said he would wish to 
question Overton later. 

“We will keep ‘Senator’ Overton 
over for another day, but he must get 
back to congress,” said Long. 

“He must?” asked Ansell. 

“Yes, he must and you can’t keep 
him from going,” retorted Long. | 

Ansell asked Overton if the Louisi- 
ana Democratic Association and the 
old regular organization in New Or- 
leans were not together for political 
purposes. 

“I don’t know,” said Overton. “No 
campaign is up. They were together 
but I don’t know whether they are 
now or not.” 

Near the close of the session, Gen- 
eral Ansell asked Long if he objected 
to being called “The Kingfish.” 

“No. I am the kingfish in this 
lodge.” {Meaning Louisiana.) 

Under further questioning Long sai 
in hia race against Senator Joseph 
E. Ransdell, when Long was elected, 
Ransdell had three dummy candidates 
and that when he heard about it, be 
(Long) filed 30 dummy candidates. 
Later he said, they got together and 
agreed to split the dummies in half.

_Czecho-Slovakia and Belgium, tra- 
ditiona] Supporters of France's post- 
war policy, advocated and defended 
the French scheme which, in addition 
to calling for security pacts, would 
eradicate professional armies, replac- 
ing them by conscrip+ troops. 

The discussion was adjourned until 
Monday when Hugh Gibson, American 
delegate to the disarmament confer- 
ence, and Maxim Litvinoff, soviet 
commissar for foreign affairs, are 
Scheduled to speak. 

“In the search. for new safeguards 
for peace, we must not overlook those 
which .already exist,” Captain Eden 
told the conference, 

“There is first, for those of us who 
are members of the League of Na- 
tions, its covenant which is expressly 
binding upon us all. There is next 
the pact of.Paris to which almost 
every governmen? in the world has 
subseribed. There is finally, for cer- 
tain countries of western Europe, 
the treaty of Locarno. 

_“The importance of the guarantees 
given by that treaty may seem by 
comparison slight in some coun+‘ries. 
They do not seem so in mine. It 
would be a mistake to underrate the 
significance of the Locarno treaty.”

8 George Washingtons Live Here, 
New Atlanta Directory Reveals 


Atlanta’s new city directory, con- 
taining 165,352 personal and business 
names, is off the press. It covers At- 
lanta and 21 suburban communities 
known as Greater Atlanta, and, in 
size and appearance, compares favor- 
ably with former editions. More than 
500 workers, in a campaign extend- 
ing from the sidewalks of Atlanta to 
the bindery, have had a hand in pro- 
ducing it, the publishers said. 

The greatest turnover in addresses 
and other directory items in the his- 
tory of American cities has taken 
place within the last two years, and 
Atianta has not escaped this circum- 
stance, the directory officials stated. 
Whereas formerly changes of some 
sort involved approximately 60 per 
cent of the names in directories from 
year to year, the percentage is now 
over 80. Among the factors said to 
influence the great change in the di- 
rectory at this time is the economy 
tendency and unsteadiness of employ- 
ment: skake-ups, close-outs and 
mergers in business, and the high di- 
vorce rate. 

A study of the classified section of 
the new directory, which extends from 
“abstracts of title” to “yeast manu- 
facturers,” reveals 718 different 
kinds of business and professional en-, 
terprises in operation here. From this 
catalog, one may judge that food, 
health, transportation, worship, legal 
advice and protection are the most 
important things in the city’s life. for 
grocers, restaurants, physicians, 
nurses, automobiles, gas _ stations, 
churches, clergymen, insurance and 
lawyers.are the big space-eaters.

Both concerts were presen- 
tations of the Atlanta Music Club 
and. Civic Music Association, Mrs. 
Howard Claude Smith Jr., president. 
In the afternoon concert fascinating 
secrets of the symphony orchestra 
were explained by Mrs. Carlyle Scott, 
manager and educational director of 
the orchestra and given tonal revela- 
tions by the various instruments of 
the orchestra. For the students and 
adults the highlights of the afternoon 
program were the first movement of 
the Beethoven “Symphony in C mi-

with his strength, and with his weak- 
nesses. He paints in glowing realism 
the fiery emotions of man’s inner be- 
ing, his communion with his Maker, 
and his final triumph over life. With 
these portrayals Ormandy gripped and 
held his audience in a dramatic inter- 
pretation of the musical thoughts of 
the master, Cesar Franck, 

Richard Strauss’ tone poem, “Death 
and Transfiguration,” was another 
work imbued with the power to in- 
terpret that is at Ormandy’s com- 
mand. It was an impassioned - per- 
formance, picturing the mingled tu- 
mult and calm that overcomes a man 
at his death, and the winged glory 
of his triumphant soul. 

The overture to Glinka’s “Russlan 
and Ludmilla,” opened the program 
with a burst of symphonic joy, and 
the final number was the overture to 
Johann Strauss’ “Die Fledermaus,” 
which, with its fascinating rhythms 
and bewitching melodies, contrasted
